5. Any motion or hearing which is expected to require more
than 30 minutes must be set for a time certain by application
made to the presiding judge.

6. On a written motion or stipulation, the form of proposed
order granting the motion or approving the stipulation shall be
submitted separately.

7. Magistrate Jurisdiction. Jurisdiction is hereby granted
and the following classes or categories of cases are hereby
assigned to a magistrate of the Second Judicial District:

(@) All matters designated in IC. 1-2208, Idaho Code,
plus section 1-2210 and in Rule 82(c)(1) and (2), Idaho Rules
of Civil Procedure, provided, however, no magistrate shall
have jurisdiction to issue an injunction, prohibition,
mandamus, or appointment of a receiver in a matter wherein
money or property is involved having a value of more than
$10,000.

(b) Civil actions in which the amount of money or
damages or the value of property claimed does not exceed
$10,000.

All District Judges shall have concurrent jurisdiction to
hear and decide all of the above described cases.

The form hereto attached
as Exhibit | shall be used for a request for trial setting in
accordance with Rule 40(b), I.R.P.C.

10. Trial Assistance. If at any time any judge or Magistrate
cannot, because of prior settings, disqualifications, or any
other reason, schedule any matter for trial, he shall notify the
Administrative Judge or the Administrative Judge’s designee
in writing. Such notice shall give the name of the case, the
parties therein, names of their attorneys, the nature of the
action, whether court or jury trial, and the estimated length of
trial time. The Administrative Judge (or designee) shall
assign the case to some other judge for trial.

11. Publication and Posting. In accordance with Rule 1(b)
and Rule 82(c), I.LR.P.C., a copy of this order will be

published in the Idaho State Bar Desk Book, as Rules of the
Second Judicial District. In each county, the Clerk shall file a
copy of this order and place a copy in the Minute Book. A
copy shall also be kept posted in a public place at the Clerks'

12. Prior Rules. All prior rules of the District Court of the
Second Judicial District of the State of Idaho are hereby
rescinded.

13. Mandatory Rule 16j Orientation

(@) Attendance. Within 45 days of service of process
upon the respondent in all domestic relations cases involving
minor children, the parties shall attend a court-sponsored
orientation program intended to assist them in minimizing the
negative impact of the divorce on their children, unless
specifically exempted by the Court.

(b) Exemptions. Exemptions may be granted by the
Court only upon proof of (1) prior attendance at the Court's
program; (2) prior attendance at an equivalent program; or (3)
substantial hardship. Attendance at a prior session of the
Court's program may be shown by a verification of
completion in the case file. Substantial hardship or prior
attendance at an equivalent program shall be shown by
affidavit or sworn testimony. The Court may order the
parties, at any time during the proceedings, to attend or
reattend the program if the Court believes it to be in the best
interests of the children.

(c) Verification. Verification of a party's completion of
the program shall be included in the case file.
